Lexington. Ky.. September 21. — The Kentucky As- 
sociation had fair weather and an improving track 
for the second day of its fall meeting. The attend- 
ance was about 3,000, the racing clean, the contests 
interesting and the betting brisk, though not sensa- 
tionally heavy. Public choices won half the card 
and well-supported second and third choices were 
the winners of the other throe raees. 

The closest finish came with the closing race, at 
one mile and twenty yards. Pirate Diana, the favor- 
ite, went to the front rounding the first turn anti 
was not overtaken until Bean Hrummel eollared her 
a sixteenth out. In a whipping finish Pirate Diana 
outlasted her challenger by a head, with. Indian Maid 
third. 

The feature of the card was the fourth race, at 
one mile, in which the favorite. Beau Chilton, led 
all the way and wun easily. Milton B. wearing down 
Judge Walton for second place. John Furlong and 
Royal Report showed scant speed and ran poorly. 

Sea Swell was held in highest esteem for the 
opening race, but lie broke poorly and was out of it 
from the moment the barrier was released. 

Tlie second race was for two-year-old maiden fil- 
lies at five-eighths of a mile and was won in a can- 
ter by T. C. McDowell’s lima, tlie favorite. Uma 
was one of the fastest of the two-year-olds in train- 
ing hero, last spring, but her fractious acting kept 
her from* winning heretofore. 

Merrick, locally regarded as an “old reliable,” 
had the usual warm support of his stable eonneotious 
for the third race, hut got nothing. Sclwik. in front 
all the way, won easily from Intrinsic, with Em- 
peror William third. 

Shooting Spray was best in tlie fifth race and 
won easily, while the favorite. Any Port, got up 
in time to take the place from the tiring Lahold. 

Tlie riding honors of the day went to jockey 
Goose. He piloted Selwik and Beau Chilton to vic- 
tory and was third on Indian Maid. 

Stvrter Cassiily did not let the horses tarry long 
at the post in any race today, save the second and 
tlie delay there was due to Ilma’s attempts to mu 
away.

1‘lnkola has been sold, together with his stable 
companion. Friend Harry, to E. G. Isaacs, a druggist 
of this city. Tlie price is private and after tlie 
passage of tlie Dill of sale between Edward Alvey 
and Mr. Isaacs, the horses were immediately trans- 
ferred from tlie care of Tom Hatfield to the stable 
of W. 11. Fitter, who formerly trained the pair. 
Mr. Alvey bought Pinkola and Friend Harry out of 
tlie Fizer stable at Douglas Park in the fall of 
1908 when Pinkola was a thrce-year-olil anil Friend 
Harry a two-year-old. Mr. Fizer at that time 
trained for Woodford A Buckner and Mr. Alvey 
paid $15,000 for the two horses. Trainer John C. 
l’erriss had Pinkola in liis string last winter at 
Juarez, while Friend Harry was turned out on the 
Douglas Farm, near Louisville. Last spring Mr. 
Ferriss turned the horses over to trainer Hatfield, 
who has had them in charge until the present time. 
The sale closes out Mr. Alve.v’s interest in horses 
with the exception of Colonel Bob, which is still 
in trainer Hatfield’s care. Pinkola is engaged in 
eight stakes this full at Churchill Downs. He is 
in tlie St. I.cgcr Handicap, to be run on <>ctol*cr 1. 
tlie opening day. and Friend Harry is nominated 
for the same event. They are also well engaged in 
tlie full stakes at Latonia. 

Secretary I.. II. Davis received a telegram toil ay 
from Janies Blute to tlie effect that he would ship 
twelve horses to Churchill Downs tomorrow from 
Slieepshoad Bay. They will arrive Saturday morning 
at the Downs. 

George M. Odom, owner of Follie Levy, Nimbus,

James Gass says that Maltbie. wliieh lie land 
koiit in Connecticut for George Keif, is broken down 
rjnst alwive tlie tendon of tlie left foreleg, but he 
thinks time will heal the defect. Fighting Bob. he 
f says, died under unusual circumstances. Tlie horse 
was well when placml on tlie train at IxMiisrlllc 
I and when unloaded from tlie ear in New York was 

I almost as rigid as if dead. Notwithstanding this 
condition tlie horse lived thirteen days following 
tlie strange attack. Mr. Keif collected from Lloyds 
$3,000. so the loss on tlie colt which finished third 
in tlie 1910 Kentucky -Derby was not complete. 

One feature of the coming uus-ting at Churchill 
Downs which will lie unusually bright and spark- 
ling tills fall is the Gentlemen's Cun Knee, an 
event annually on the card here. No less than eight 
good riders have signified their intention of riding 
in this race this fail, including Messrs. Collyer. 
Pierce. Caldwell. Tiller, .Merman. Keene. Mcllvain 
and Dinkclsplei. With such an array of good riders 
it will tie possible to get together a better lot of 
horses tlmn ordinarily run in such a race. The cup 
which goes to the rider of the winner of this event 
will be an unusually beautiful creation this fall.

Mr. Keene 
came to Kentucky with the expectation that he 
would have a sale of these yearlings, but when, 
after his brief illness, lie got to the farm and saw 
them, he decided that he would have them all broken 
and trained and lie returned to New York enthusi- 
astic over their apiaaranee.

CAPTAIN WILLIAMS AS JUDGE OF YEARLINGS. 



Louisville. Ky., September 21. — In a conversation 
at Churchill Downs today several horsemen agreed 
that Capt. .lames T. Williams is undoubtedly one of 
the l»est judges of weanling and yearling thorough- 
breds that ever bid off a colt or titty in a sales 
ring. His first investment in this line was in the 
early ’seventies, when lie lioiiglit Vera Cruz al one 
ol M. N- Sanford's sales on the estate that imw is 
a part of J. B. Haggin’s Eluiendorf Stud. _ Vera 
Cruz was placed ill the Kentucky Derby ill ls7s and 
won the SI. lager in Louisville that fall. About the 
same time lie Itought Classmate, a fitly, and another 
youngster. Spring Branch. They proved lo he stake 
winners, too. 

Iu 1NS2 his purchase was Bob Miles, one of the 
gieatest all-around, racers ever owned by Captain 
Williams, though lie failed with him in the Kentucky 
Derby, in which lie rilled as one of the favorites. 
Iu 1SS3 lie was again busy ill the yearling market. 
He picked up a good looking colt l»y King Alfonso, 
which won the Kentucky Derby iu 1XS5. This was 
joe Cotton. For several years Captain Williams 
rested and those horses raced liy him belonged to 
the older division. In the eafl.v 'nineties, however, 
he cut in again in the yearling sales market and ac- 
quired the noted horse. Glockner. He was a racer 
that will always he recollected, owing to (he fact 
that whenever it was muddy the bookmakers rarely 
figured on the winner. They drew a ring around 
the name of Glockner. Glockner was on the turf a 
number of seasons. This kept Captain Williams out 
of the stiles ring for several more years. Then 
lie tried again and picked Proof Reader, a good one. 
The same year lie selected Phil Finch gmd tin* next 
season, for .5210. lie landed Ram's Horn, which lie 
named after a religious publication. For several 
years Captain Williams kept away from the year- 
ling sales, hut in the fall of 190N he concluded that 
lie would buy several weanlings. Among the young- 
sters was a colt for which he paid 5175. That colt 
is tlte present Governor Gray, rated by Captain 
Williams as a 520,990 proposition. 

Captain Williams never lias been guided liy pedi- 
grees iu buying youngsters, nor has he observed any 
system iu selecting young racers. Appearance counts 
most 'with Captain Williams and breeding is about 
the last tiling lie depends u|h»ii. In some respects lie 
lias followed the advice II. Eugene Leigh gave a 
newcomer in the game. laugh told that man to go 
to Kentucky, pay no more than 5500 for a yearling 
and pay no attention to pedigrees. 

"They have been breeding in that state for 100 
years ami the horses are all well -bred. Get a good 
trainer and if you have good success they will say 
you aiv a scoundrel and if you fail they will say 
you are a sucker,” concluded Leigh. 

Captain Williams never lias iiermitted himself to 
lie hampered with an extensive stable. As a result 
the limited number of lmrses trained by him receive 
ills personal attention. He lias seemingly no method 
as a trainer: that is. lie neither lickings to the old 
or new school. But li is starters are always con- 
ditioned and lit when tle-y come on the track, ready, 
as old John Harper used to say. “to run from eend 
to eend.” 

Captain Williams now is past sixty years of age, 
but lie is alert and able to attend to his track duties 
regularly. While lie did not have the great Isaac 
Murphy under contract, it was on his great horse. 
CUe< kmatc. that the Idarl; richer earned his first 
reputation as a rider of brilliancy. Never will it lie 
forgotten how Checkmate, iu -1.NS2. with Isaac Mur- 
phy on bis hack, defeated the mighty Hindoo, with 
James McLaughlin up. Checkmate and Hindoo were 
marvelous horses. They were ridden by two wonder- 
ful riders, tint the superior condition of Checkmate, 
enabled the son of Glen Athol lo beat the sire of 
Hanover. This was proven a few days later when 
iliv two lmrses again met in the Louisville Cup race. 
This time Hindoo was right and lie won.

Average of $345.75 Obtained for 67 Head on First 
Evening of Lexington Sale. 



Lexington, Ky., September 21. — The Kentucky 
Sales Company's auction of thoroughbred yearlings, 
horses in training and broodmares was liegun last 
night in Horsemen's Headquarters with the sale of 
97 yearlings for an aggregate of 522.195. represent- 
ing an average of *345.75. The bidding was brisk 
and the status of the market was better than it was 
generally supposed it would lie. The first 25 head 
sold were consigned by Messrs. Milton Young, John 
D. Carr and Thomas i’iatt. Before the sale iqieiied 
these three consigners, in discussing the probabilities, 
made the statement that they would lie entirely 
satisfied if the 25 head averaged 5350. They aver- 
aged 5458.40. Henry McDaniel, trainer for R. L. 
Thomas, was the heaviest buyer of the evening. He 
purchased six head at an outlay of $5,650. including 
the star of the offerings, the brother to Cohort, a 
brown colt liy Cesarion — Ondalan. for which he paid 
$2,500. For the half-brother to Clara Huron and 
I’etronius lie paid $1,000. The second highest price 
was $1,050, paid for the brother to Semprolus by 
Charles Bowman, who is reported to have lieen bid- 
ding for W. T. Anderson, owner of the Victoria 
Stable. The same buyer paid $1,100 for the chestnut 
colt by Ornus — Perth Center. 

The brother to Honan, winner of the Kentucky 
Derby of 1910. was knocked down to Mrs. YV. G. 
7 alike for $1,000. Mrs. Yanke was at the ringside, 
did her own bidding and expressed the opinion that 
she hail secured a genuine bargain.
